Attorney General Will Get Seat 
in Senate, 


Republican Leaders of Pennsylvania 
Have Agreed on Knox as Suc- 
cessor to Late Senator—Will 
Not Resign Until Con- 
gress Meets. 


Philadelphia, Jv7re 9.—Philander C. 
Knox, of Pittsbi.g, attorney general of 
the United States, was selected today to 
fill the seat in the United States senate 
made vacant by the death of Matthew 
Stanley Quay. He will accept and serve 
by appointment of Governor Pennypacker 
until March 4, the date of the expiration 
of the late senator’s commission. 

Unless political complications should 
arise as a result of today’s action he 
will be elected for the full term by the 
legislature which meets in January. It {s 
expected that Attorney General Knox will 
remain in the cabinet until December. 

The selection of Attorney General Knox 
came as a surprise to the politicians of 
the state. His name had not been con- 
sidered by United States Senator Pen-

Yesterday afternoon, however, Henry

thts city and formally announced that the 
attorney general was a candidate for the 
place and that he came here in Mr. 
Knox's interest. As the leaders had de- 
cided that Allegheny county, in which 
Pittsbure is situated, was to have the 
place, he thought the lea@ers could have 
no objection to the attorney general. 

This caused considerable agitation in 
the Pittsburg delegation, which had al- 
ready named four men for the vacancy. 
At first it was expected that Mr. Knox 
would be opposed, but after 9 series of 
conferences the Pittsburg delegation ac- 
cepted Mr. Knox and the publiite an- 
nouncement of their action soon followed. 

Where the selection of Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox as Quay’'s successor will cause 
complications to arise within the party 
in this state difficult to sav.

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IN SEARCH OF HEALTH 
HE MEETS WITH DEATE 


After a Long and Exceedingly Bril- 
liant Career in’ Congress and on 
the Supreme Bench, Azrael 
Cleims One of State’s 
Noted Figures. 


Raleigh, N. C., June 9.—(Special.)—Soon 
after 2 o'clock this morning Hon. Henry 
G. Turner, of Georgia, died suddenly at 
the home here of his brother, Dr. Vines 
E. Turner. A couple of months ago he 
resigned as associate justice of the su- 
preme court of Georgia on account of 
ill health, being a sufferer from a serious 
kidney trouble. He went to Baltimore 
last week to consult Dr. Ostler, an emi- 
nent specialist, in regard to an operation. 
This physician encouraged him some- 
what and he was on his return. He 
stopped here to see his brother. 

He arrived last Saturday evening and 
appeared to be improved and more cheer- 
ful. He was on the streets Sunday and 
Monday, but on Monday afternoon suf- 
fered another attack, which yesterday 
became serious. It was the 
purpose to have taken him to Raltimore 
yesterday afternoon, but his condition 
would not permit it. — 

He was 65 years of age and was born 
in Franklin county, this state. He enter- 
ed the confederate army in Georgia, but 
served in the Twenty-third North Caro- 


| Ina infantry until the close of the war 


in the army of northern Virginia. He 
and Dr, Turner greatly resembled each 
other. He was a frequent visitor hero 
and was greatly esteemed py the people 
of Raleigh and of North Carolina, 
among whom he had a large acquaint- 
ance. ;

Citizen's Alliance at Cripple

MUST LEAVE THE UNION 
OR LEAVE DISTRICT 


Unionists Say They Will Fight to a 
Finish—General Bell Closes 
Mine in Teller County Be- 
cause It Employed 
Union Men, 


Cripple Creek, Colo., June 9.—‘‘Death to 
unionism in the Gripple Creek district,” 
is the new slogan of the Citizens’ Alliance, 
which has sent a decree broadcast that 
every person affiliated with any union 
here must either sever his or her connec- 
‘tion with such organization, or leave the 
district. 

This latest stand of the anti-unionists 
was vaguely hinted at two days ago, but 
the movement on the part of the alliance 
seemed so absurd to three or four thou- 
sand unionists in the camp and its en- 
forcement fraught with so many diffi- 
culties that it was not taken seriously. 

Not To Employ Union Labor. 

Tyson 8S. Dines, a Denver attorney, 
and one of the executors of the Stratton 
estate, is herd in conference with Citi- 
zens’ Alliance leaders, and it is an- 
nounced that he is preparing a form 
which will be presented to every mer- 
chant and business man and employers 
of labor in the entire district, pledging 
them not to employ aty person who is 
affiliated with a labor union. . 

No person who works for a living will 
be exempt, and the absolute annihila- 
tion of unionism in this county is predict- 
ed by members of the Citizens’ Alliance 
and the Mine Owners’ Association. This 
is considered the most drastic step yet 
taken by the alllance singé it secured the 
upperhand in the district and enforce- 
ment will affect three thousand men and 
women now 4ffiliated with the various 
unions.

Military Close a Mine. 

Victor, Colo., June 9.—Adjutant General 
Sherman M. Bell, commander of the 
Teller county military district, today or- 
dered the Portland mine, which employs 
union men, closed down. The order, after 
calling attention to the goverr -r’s procla- 
mation of martial law and declaring that 
violence and crime prevail in the county, 
fostered by mob rule, continues: 

‘‘Whereas the Portland mine, situated 
in said county, is, and for a long time 
has been, engaged [n employing and 
harbcring large numbers of dangerous, 
lawless men, who have aided, encouraged 
and given comfort and assistance to those 
who have been so guilty of said crimes 
and outrages, so that said mine has be- 
come and now is a menace to the welfare 
and safety of the good people of saf™ 
county and a hindrance to the restoration 
of peace and good order. 

“Now, therefore, by virtue of the power 
conferred upon me as commander of the 
military forces In sald county, and as a 
military necessity, it is ordered that said 
mine be at once closed, and ajl persons 
found there, or thereabouts, who are 
dangerous to the community he arrested 
and held until further orders. 

: “SHERMAN BBLL.”’ 

The Portland is the only large district 
that has continued in operation since the 
explosion at Independence on Monday, 
which killed or maimed more than twenty 
non-union miners. The Portland Gold 
Mining Company, through its president 
and manager, James F.. Burns, who is 
not a member of the Cripple Creek Dis- 
trict Mine Owners’ Association, conceded 
of the union when the 
strike was inaugurated last August, and 
‘has steadily given employment to about 


‘five hundred men. 


Will Make Test Case. 

Denver, Colo., June 9.—The closing of 
the Portland mine at Victor, by order of 
Adjutant General Bell, will probibly be 
the means of reaching the federal courts 
with a case to test the power of Governor 
Peabody to vest in the military absolute 
power in the district declared to be under 
martial law, 

The Portland Gold Mining Company, 
being a foreign company, incorporated un- 
der the laws of Iowa, it is stated by emi- 
nent lawyers that before any act affécting 
it may be reviewed by the Unit States 
courts, / 

James F. Burns, of the Portiand Mining 
Company, is in Denver, and is closeted 
with his attorney, who/ it is said, are 
preparing papers which will probably be 
filed in the United States circuit court 
tonight, asking for a restraining order 
tg prevent further interference on the 
part of the state military authorities with 
the operation of the Portland mine. 

Mr. Burns, it is further stated, will also 
ask that the military be withdrawn from 
the vicinity of his property in Victor, and 
that he be allowed to protect his men 
when they go back to work, 

The military authorities are credited 
with saying that when the Burns injunc- 
tion is issued an attempt will be made 
to arrest Mr. Burns himself on criminal 
charges; that he incited riot. It is not 
claimed that there is any ground for an 
accusation that Mr. Burns personally in- 
cited riot, the implication being that he 
should be held responsible for the recent 
troubles at Cripple Creek, because he 
maintained the unions by giving employ-

PINKERTON MAN AT WORK 


ON THE KLOECKLER CASE 
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Constitution's Special Man Deep 
in the dig Mys- 
ler, 


HAS NOT FORMED THEORY 
AS TQ CAUSE OF DEATH 


Family and Friends Feel Assured 
That Mystery Will Be Cleared 
Up in Short Order—Much 

Comment on Constitution’s 
Great Activity. 


The feature of the Kloeckler case yes- 
terday was the announcemen: of the pres- 
ence of The Constitution’s Pinkerton 
man, F. P. Dimaio, Jr., assistant superin- 
tendent of the Philadelphia agency, who 
is working out the mystery surrounding 
the death of Miss Sophie Kloeckler. 

Comment was made upon The Consti- 
tution’s enterprise in securing the aid cf 
the most competent detective agoncy in 
the world to ferret out the mystery. 

The presence in Atlanta of a competent 
and experienced Pinkerton man is the 
cause of satisfaction on the part of the 
family and friends of the young woman 
as well as the local detective depart- 
ment, 


All those interested in the matter have 
the assurance'that work on the case wl] 
not be suspended until the mystery is 
Cleaned up. Mr. Dimaio, The Constitu- 
tion’s special Pinkerton man, is giving the 
case his entire attention and has become 
deeply interested in its solution. He 
has worked on a number of the most 
famous cases in the criminal histury of 
this country and has followed criminals 
from one end of the corntry to thea other. 
He is a man of wide experience :nd rec- 
ognized ability and the Kloeckle- 
offers him excellent opportunity for rhe 
display of his talents. 

Mr. Dimaio has not yet expressed an 
opinion. He is unbiased as to ticcries 
and is not hampered in any manner on 
that score. He proposes to determine the 
causes that lead to Miss Kloeckl. ‘sg 
death at Lakewood. If she was murder- 
ed, he will establish that fact; if she 
committed suicide, he will establish that 
fact and disclose the motive. If she was 
accidentally drowned, he will make every 
effort to show how the accident oceurre.. 
The famous Pinkerton system, which hag 
proved so successful in so many cases, 
is being used on the Kloeckler case. 


The Suicide Theory. 

The activity of The Constitution in of- 
fering a reward of $500 and securing ihe 
services of a Pinkerton man, coupled 
with the verdict rendered by the coroner's 
jury yesterday, has caused the former 
verdict of suicide to be practically acvept- 
ed in a quarter that was loudest in i-s 
declaration that a murder had been com- 
mitted. From this same source an in- 
vestigation was demanded and the detev. 
tive department was criticjsed because 
strong evidence of murder has not been 
produced, : 

It has been left for The Constitution tv 
make the first move toward solving the 
mystery. The reward was offercd in or- 
der to secure evidence of mufuer if a 
murder was committed; the Pinkerton 
man has been brought here to determine 
whether or not Miss Kloeckler con.mitted 
suicide. Mr. Dimaio will clear up the 
mystery and in the course of the next 
few days will present a report that will 
be of more than ordinary interest. 


Status of Case. 

Since the verdict at the sécond coro- 
ner’s inquest has left the death of Sophie 
Kloeckler as much a mystery as the 
day her body was taken from the water 
at Lokewood, the detectives have re- 
newed their efforts to ascertain the cause 
of the young woman's tragic end. 

F. P. Dimalo, the Pinkerton man 
brought to Atlanta by The Constitution, 
has begun his work and he is keeping 
in close touch with the city detectives, 
who are detailed by Sergeant Bedford 
on the case. The sergeant is himself 
working as hard as any of his men. So 
far as the officers of the law are con- 
cerned, the coroner's inquest hag not set- 
tled the case and the verdict has left 
the mystery just where they can work 
with a fixed purpose in view and that js 
to find out why Sophie Kloeckler drown- 
ed herself, if she did commit suicide, or 
who pushed her into the lake, if she met 
death by foul play. 

It is reasoned that if no evidence can 
be found that will clearly show that Miss 
Kloeckler took her own life, om that an 
assassin killed her by sending her to a 
watery grave, then it must follow that 
she fel] into the lake accidentally. 

Whatever may be the cause of her 
meeting death in the lake, the officers 
are determined that the mystery shall 
be solved if ever mystery was made clear. 

The case is being as much talked of 
today as it was when the affair stirred 
up the people a week ago. AS many 
theories are advanced now as there were 
then, and a large number of citizens 
still adhere to the theory that the woman 
was murdered. 

Rock by the Lake. 

At the coroner's inquest Wednesday 
the chief feature in the scene of the 
tragedy was the rock near where the 
body was found. Solicitor Hill, the mem- 
bers of the jury and the coroner al] 
questioned witnesses closely about the 
position of the rock, the depth of wafer 
at its base and its proximity to the 
spot where the woman's hat was found. 

The rock that became evch a central 
figure in the investigation is covered by 
water when the lake is high, but fs 
partly exposed when the water js low. 
It juts out from the shore, one end 
touching the land and the other rising 
sheer from the lake. The water by the 
side of the rock is at least ten teet doep 
at this time and must have been a little 
deeper when the body of M&S Keckler 
was found. 

County Policeman A. W. Wright, wno 
was one of the leading witnesses at the 
inquest, was positive tmat he discovered 
a woman’s tracks leading to the rock. 
These tracks, he said, first went away 
from the land to the sandy beach and 
turned to the right of the rock; thers: 
they turned and went to the rock. He

Accordmg to the testimony of several] 
witnesses, a person could easily step 
from the shore onto the rock. While 
standing on the rock a man or a woman 
could be pushed into the water and there 
would not be the slightest sign of fore: 
afterwards to tell the story. On the other 
hand, a person could fail from the rock 
into the water by making a misstep or 
by suddenly becoming dizzy. 

The verdict of the coroner's. jury leaves 
the case where, according to the eyvi- 
dence, a theory of suicide by drowning, 
or death in the water by the hand of 
an assassin, Or 4n accident can be work- 
ed upon by the detectives.

One man dead and two others dying, 
while still two others are in a precarious 
condition at Grady hospital! is the result 
of a cave-in at Mitchell street, near 
Whitehall, at 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

The dead man is Lum Brown, a 
laborer, who was mashed about the head 
until he was 
He died an hour after reaching the hos- 
pital. 

Henry Reed, a negro laborer, has his 
left shoulder broken and right 
leg. He is injured internally besides. He 
will die. 

Charles Hargrove, a negro laborer, has 
his right thigh broken, his left leg broken 
in three piaces and had to be amputated 
and two ribs fractured. He may die. 

William MeNalr is badly bruised and in- 
jured internally. 

Oscar Carr is badly bruised about the 
body and injured internally. 

Workmen Caught In Trap. 

When the cave in occurred eight men 
Were at work excavating for the new 
Hawkes building on Mitchell street, near 
the corner of Whitehall. Thre men taw 
the imménse bank of dirt, about ten feet 
high, rolling down toward them’ and at- 
tempted to get away, but their escape 
was blocked by a wagon that stood across 
the path being loaded with dirt. 

Three of the men saw the bank coming 
in time for them to run around the Wwag- 
on. The other five could not escape and 


were caught like rats in a trap.

He opened -his remarks by declaring 
that the great need of the state is for 
small farmers. Georgia wants, he says, 
the man who only cares to cultivate 
from twenty to sixty acres by intensive 
methods in order to produce his own 
living and a few extra bales of cotton for 
a cash crop. He said he believed there 
were a million farmers of this class liv- 
ing in the north and in Canada who 
would come to Georgia if properly inform- 
ed of the state's advantages. He said 
the farms should be filled first and the 
overflow -could then make up the fac- 
tory operatives. He said that less than 
one-fourth of the total tillable land in 
the gulf states were occupied as farms 
and worked intelligently, and yet there 
are enough people living in the country 
to fill twice every mill in Georgia. 
Colonel Wade referred to the fact that 
he had alded in locating a quarter of a 
million first-class farmers in the north- 
west during (880, 1881 and 1882. He 
emphasized the necessity of the coopera- 
tion of both real estate men and news- 
papers in presenting the advantages of 
the south. The newspapers, he suggest- 
ed, could send out, as they have done in 
the past, millions of sample illustrated 
eopies for distribution at the world’s 
fair, advertising the section in which 
they are published; while the real estate 
men could issue little folders giving lists 
of property and matters of jnterest to 
possible imigrant. He paid a 


patriotic work. 

Continuing, he said: 

“Last summer ] showed the greatest 
and best farm educators in the 
States, Dr. Henry, president of the Wis- 
consin State agricultural college, more 
different kinds of forage plants growing 
on my farm at Cornelia, Ga., than 
ever saw growing on a farm before in 
the world. Excuse me for using a per- 
sonal illustration, but 1 am sometimes 
forced to. 

“IT trust our people who have the Geor- 
gia exhibit at St, Louis in charge will 
show just what we can do along these 
lines. Ta you know that we can raise 
beef and pork for just one-half of what 
the north can? Ye we buy from them 
about one-fourth of our  consump- 
tion. And __ tif we call farming. 
The right kiad of a farmer is one who 
raises his own eating and his own cot- 
ton for his money crop. All others are 
abortions. 


Georgia Buys Her Flour and Corn. 


“Why, Atlanta alone buys of the north- 
west in beef and meat products every 
year one and one-half millions of dol- 
lars. Georgia does not raise her own 
flour, not even her own corn. Just think 
of it, the Empire State of the South de- 
pending upon bleeding Kansas for meat, 
fiour, corn! Even three-fourths million 
dozen eggs come from that state an- 
nually. 

“Yet the average opinion of that state 
is a constant state of cyclones, droughts, 
grasshoppers or some such _ disastrous 
disturbances. Yet Kansas gets there. 
Watch her this year at St, Louis.

He believes that these people 
would appreciate the advantages of 
farms ina gection corresnonding to thelr 
native homes, and would hecome haréd- 
working and satisfactory farm iaborers. 
He favored a commissioner at 8t. Loufts, 
who should look to turning immigrants 
this way. and urged the cooperation of 
the railroads tn offering less than one- 
half rates to land seekers. 

As to the difficulties in locating destr- 
tmmigrants, he referred to the un- 
satisfactory school and labor conditions 
Georgia. ‘ihe new-comer, he said. 
must be made to feel that his nefgnbors 
dignity of manual labor.

He expects to pay taxes, says Mr.

I see no reason why the commissioner of 
agriculture should not have charge ot 
this weighty matter, unless in your jJudg- 
ment it should be taken entirely out of 
politics and let your governor appoint 
the best man he can get, regardless ot 
section, religion or state. Let the push, 
energy and intelligence of the state get 
behind the movement. 

“Your legislature sNnould appropriate 
either from the agriculture, fertilizer tax 
or direct from the state treasury at least 
$25,000 for the next two years. After 
that an annual appropriation of trom 
$5,000 to $10,000 per annum will double 
our state population beltore the next 
United States censug is taken. ‘he north- 
western states did this, and now tney 
have a steady overtiow of immigrants.’’

HON, DANIEL DAVENPORT 
ADDRESSES THE GATHERING 


President F. B. Gordon’s Report Re- 
ceives Much Favorable Com- 
ment—Subjects of _Immigra- 
tion and Industrial Educa- 
tion Receive Close At- 
tention, 


Warm Springs, Ga, June 9.—(Special.) 
The fourth annual session of the Geor- 
gia Industrial Agsociation, which con- 
vened here Oday, was, perhaps, the 
most notable in the history of the or- 
ganization. 

The members present included many 
of the most prominent mill men and 
industrial factors in the state and in- 
teresting addresses were heard on sub- 
jects of vital oent, handled by men of 
experience in building up the business 
interests of Georgia. 

The principal address of the meeting 
was. delivered by Hon. Daniel Daven- 
“port, of Bridgeport, Conn., on the sub- 
ject of extreme labor legislation in the 
southern states, and his remarks aroused 
the most emphatic approval on the part 
of his auditors. Mr. Davenport is the 
executive agent of the American Anti- 
Boycott Association, and is a forceful 
and earnes speaker. He emphasized 
the view that only the broadest and 
most intelligent men should be sent to 
the legislature and the national law-mak- 
ing bodies to shape legislation for the 
government of the’ whole world. He 
pointed out the danger of ill-consider- 
ed and one-sided class legislation, and 
declared for the fair and conservative 
stand that would secure laws’ which 
would be fair to all sides, that would 
insure the capitalist safe protection and 
accomplish the complete protection of 
honest labor. 

The address of President F. B. Gor- 
don was interspersed with expressions of 
approval from the gathering. 

Among the other prominent speakers 
who took active part in today’s pro- 
ceedings were Hon. Jack J. Spalding, 
of Atlanta, and I, C. Wade, of Cornelia; 
Fuller BE. Callaway. of LaGrange; J, L. 
Head, of Pelham, and H. L. JonNnson, of 
Palmetto, members of the executive com- 
mittee of the association also made 
short talks. 

The old officers of the association were 
reelected. They are F. B. Gordon, of 
Columbus, president; H. P. Meikleham, 
of Lindale, vice president, and Charles 
D, Fuller, of Atlanta, secretary and 
treasurer. 


Strong Resolutions Adopted. 
Resolutions were adopted favoring the 
establishment of a department of immi- 
gration by the state of Georgia, and a 
committee was appointed to push the 


matter, 

A vigorous protest was made against 
unjust freight rates on cotton and cot- 
ton goods to and’ from Georgia points, 
and a committee, of which H. P. .Meikle- 
ham is Chairman, was appointed to take 
up the.matter with the railroads. Spirit- 
ed talks were made on the subject, and 
the mills may so to the extent of em- 
ploying a common agent to Yroute all 
their freight with a view to securing low- 
er rates by shipping over friendly lines, 
Resolutions were adopted by the mill 
men reciting the scarcity of spot cotton 
last year and again this year in this

The Resolutions. 

Following is the text of the resolu- 
tions: 

“Resolved, by the Georgig industrial 
Association, That in our opinion tne 
visible and invisible stocks of cotton and 
cotton goods of the world are smaller 
today than ever before at this time of 
the year, as compared to the world’s re- 
quirements. 

“2. Fhat last summer, owing to the 
scarcity of spot cotton in this section, 
we were forced to greatly curtall our out- 
put, es owing to the present scarcity 
of cotton in this section we will not be 
able to run our mills on full time. 

“3. That for these reasons we hereby 
agree to maintain full prices for the 
limited quantity of goods we will be able. 
to produce. 

“Cc, D, FULLER, Secretary.’’ 

It was decided to broaden tne scope of 
the’ association s0 as to include all man- 
ufacturers in the gtate. in the past it 
has been limited to the textile industry, 


President Gordon’s Report. 


The annual report of President Gordon 
was cOnservative, but ‘straightforward 
in its utterances. Among other things, 
he said: , 


From a handful of manufacturers, wno 
quietly met in Atlanta on November 15, 
1900, this association has grown unti] 
now it ‘hag become the most representa- 
tive and the most influential commercial] 
organization in our state. 

This association has in its brief career, 
in & modest but effective way, accom- 
plished much for the industrial growth 
and well being, not only of our members, 
but of all other manufacturers and em- 
ployers of Georgia; and in the truest 
sense, it hag also aided the employees ofr 
the state, and helped to show them the 
ways of industrial opportunity and ad- 
vanced civilization. lit represents in its 
membership men who in their respective 
communities are among the leaders of 
sound conservatism, as well as of come- 
mercial development and enterprise. 

Convinced that the cotton mil] men of 
Georgia were doing more rea] good tor 
the laboring people of the state than 
were those who sought special and class 
legislation aimed at the textile plants, 
the members of our legislature at the last 
session refused to give countenance to 


any one of a group of bills that were 
paternalistic in their nature, and untime- 
ly, when present conditions are weigned 
and considered. 

Who knows best what will most quick- 
ly, surely and safely advance the moral, 
educational and commercial development 
of Georgia? 1 say the men who are lead- 
ers in industrial enterprise, and whi“re 
the principal tax payers, are in a )os!- 
tion to know best. As they have been 
heard from in no uncertain tones in the 
past, so will they be heard from when- 
ever they deem it expedient in the future. 

That the future is full of problems,’ 
and of difficulties, there can be no ques- 
tion. Labor problems, social problems, 
educational problems; and perhaps a 
worse med@tey of problems, is ripening in 
the south than in any other section of 
our country. 


A Protective Body. 


The Georgia Industrial Association 
was not*organized as a fighting macnine. 
It was organized as a protective associa- 
tion. It proposes to act on the defensive 
only. It is neither an agitator nor a 
disturber. It belleves in all the good 
things for the less fortunate ones than 
any one else believes in. 

It belleves that to lighten the dark lives 
of poverty with industrial opportunity 
first, and with the comforts and luxuries 
as fast as naturally possible, is the only 
practicable and true humanity. It be- 
lieves that the blessings of civilization 
eannot be legislated Into people any 
faster than tha@gpeople themselves will 
demand them. It belleves that the condi- 
tions, social and otherwise, .of Georgia 
and the south are such that, while wel- 
coming all disinterested and honest out- 
side ald and advice, vet to the people ofr 
the state, famillar as they are with the 
true status of affairs, must be left the 
principal resnonsibility of improvement 
and progress. 

Immediately upon adjustment of our 
last convention, which spoke emphatic- 
ally for aggressive action, a campaign of 
education was undertaken, designed to 
create such a public sentiment as would 
arouse the members of the legislature to 
the true sources. inwardneas and intent of 
certain labor legislation then nending. 

The masterly speech before the legisla- 
ture of an honored member of our execu- 
tive committee, Major J. F. Hanson, of 
Macon. came as the climax of our com- 
bined efforts: and, within one month 
from the date of our last convention, the 
so-called ‘“‘entering wedge’ bill went 
down in defeat. 

T will not here reiterate our well-known 
reasons for desiring the defeat of this 
particular ‘‘child labor” bill, but I will 
state that our voluntary agreement con-

served by our members. 


‘The Eight-Hour Labor Bill 


In addition.to legislative work in Geor. 
gia. it was believed absolutely mecessary 
to help fight before congressional com- 
mittees two nding national measures. 
To this end, a delegation from our asso- 
ciation, consisting of Messrs. Spalding, of 
Atlanta: Hamilton, of Daiton; Calloway, 
of LaGrange, together with your presi- 
dent, appeared before the labor commit- 
tees of both the national senate and 
house in opposition to the Gompers na- 
tional eight-hour Dill, this work being 
supplemented by hundreds of letters from 
our members to the senators and repre- 
sentatives of this and other states, who 
were members of said committees. 

Every influence of this association was 
also brought to bear against a favorable 
report upon the Gompers-Mitchell anti- 
injunction bill before the house judiciary 
committee. 

Although the national eight-hour bill 
had been favorably reported in several 

ngresses, as well as last year, and so 
ibarted by the ald of votes of Georgia 
representatives, yet at this session neith- 
er of these measures was favorably re- 
ported by either committee. This result 
was brought about largely through the 
votes of the same Georgia congressmen. 
through the personal and written appeais 
of members of this association, learned 
for the first time that the manufacturers 
of Georgia stood as a unit against any 
further encroachment in this country. of 
labor legislation of A pernicious nature, 
calculated to destroy industrial enter. 
prise, and to rob the individual work- 
man of his constitutional rignts. 

Capital in Georgia asks no special privi« 
leges and stands ready to abide the ver- 
dict of public opinion as voiced by her 
honest and sturdy ‘producers, but also 
stands ready to fight to a finish all 
socialistic and paternal legislation. The 
industrial machinery of Georgia will run 
smoothly without that kind of lubrication. 

In an addresa issued by this associa- 
tion to the people of Georgia, shortly 
after our last annual convention, the fol- 
lowing. occurs: 

“The subject which needs greater at- 
tention than ‘child labor’ is ‘parental 
vagrancy.’ Let the vagrancy laws be en- 
larged and inforced and you will cure the 
worst cases of unfair child labor. We call 
the attention of the governor, the legisla- 
ture and the judges of our superior courts 
especially to this. point.’’ 

Right in line with this suggestion came 
the Calvin bill, enacted into law at the 
last session of the legislature, and its pro- 
visions are today pdsted conspicuously 
in every cotton mill of our association, to 
the terror of such worthless full grown 
“dinner toters’’ as may, by chance, so 
far have escaped its penalties. 


A Immigration Department. 


The situation at this time in the mills 
is perhaps not quite as acute as it hag 
been, yet we are liable at any time to 
have to face a great scarcity of avail- 
able hands. Among the cotton planters, 
turpentine operators, saw mill men and 
all other kindred industries of the state, 
however, the situation is becoming very 
Serious indeed. 

I am profoundly impressed with the be- 
lief that this is the most pressing indus- 
trial problem before the state today. To 
solve it and remedy it we must have the 
help of the railroads, the help of the 
State, and more than all, we must help 
oursePes. Immigration must have our 
attention. As is the case in South Caro- 
lina, the time has come for this state to 
establish a department of immigration, 
but I believe it should be distinct from 
the department of agriculture and on 
broader lines than provided by the pro- 
visions of the South Carolina law. Sec- 
tion I! of said law reads as follows: 

“That immigrants shall be confined to 
white citizens of the United States. citi- 
zens of Ireland, Scotland, Switzerland, 
France and all other foreigners of Saxon 
Origin.” 

While time will mot allow on my part 
any full discussion of this provision of 
this law, yet there is abundant evidence 
of the desirability of immigration from 
some other sections of southern Europe, 
as well as from France. 

This is not the first time the attention 

of this association has been called to the 
question of immigration. In an able ad- 
dress before this association three years 
ago one of our members, Hon. G. Gunby 
Jordan, of Columbus, made this state- 
ment: 
“There is room in Georgia for several 
hundred thcusand competent white for- 
eigners. The work and opportanity is 
now awaiting them.’’ 

If at that time such a sentiment was re- 
celved by us with favor, it should crystal- 
ize into action now. | would, therefore, 
earnestly recommend that a proper reso- 
lution be introduced and passed at this 
convention in favor of a state department 
of immigration with a proper appropria- 
tion from the state for its support. Such 
a resolution on our part will not only 
evidence our views, but wil] strengthen 
the efforts of the Greater Georgia As- 
sociation. 


Compulsory Education. 

Of even greater importance than the 
subject of immigration is the question of 
compulsory education in Georgia. It ig 
perhaps not wholly within the province of 
this association to discuss this question 
but we must all admit that with compul- 
sory education in foree the child labor 
problem would solve itself in a natural 
and proper way. Compulsory education 
for Georgia under present race and so- 
cial conditions seems now to be beset 
with almost insurmountable obstacles, but 
they wil] eventually be overcome. 

While I do not pretend to yoice the 
sentiments of all of our members on this 
question, I wish to ge on record as 
heartily in favor of securing this law 
just as soon as possible. | 

Would it not be wise to amend our 
constitution providing. for local option 
on this question to cities or counties. thus 
giving the more favored sections of our 
State an opportunity of adopting com- 
pulsory schoo] attendance, should they so 
desire, and paving the way for {ts event- 
ual adopfion by the state as a whole. 
Our sister state of Alabama in the last 
session of her legislature adopted an 
anti-boycott law, which as a preventive 
measure, is a most admirable enactment. 
I earnestly commend its provisions to the 
attention of our members’ with the 
recommendation that a similar measure 
be introduced. and if possible, passed by 
our own legislature. 


Jack Spalding’s Address. 
Hon, Jack J. Spalding, of Atlanta, was 
the next speaker, and dwelt forcefully 
and comprehensively upon the need today 
of a broad and thorough commercial 
training for young men. He referred to 
the south’s preeminent position in man- 
ufacturing, railroad construction and in- 
dustries at the outbreak and for a quar- 
ter of a ntury preceding the civil war 
and of herarveious and unparalleled re- 
covery. ith the constructicn of the 
Isthmian canal and as a resultant de- 
velopment of America’s enlarged foreign 
policy, the south, he declared, is again 
on the threshold of becoming a leading 
ranufacturing section, and is today more

Evans, J.—!. The telegraph company in- 
stituted proceedings against the railroad 
company in the county where the main 
office of the latter was located. The 


.award was filed tn the office of the clerk 


of the superior court of the county where 
the procedings were had, and an appeal 
taken to the superior court of this coun- 
ty. This appeal was authorized .by the 
law providing for condemnation of a rail- 
road’s right of way for telegranh pur- 
poses. Civil code, sections 4677, 4678; 
acts 1898. p. 54. 

2. On the appeal from the award of 
the assessors in the condemnation pro- 
ceeding, the issue of fact for the jury is 
the amount of commensation to be paid 
for the property taken or damaged for 
public purposes. 

3. A telegraph company acquires only 
an easement in the right of wav of a 
railroad company. condemned for the 
purpose of constructing and operating a 
telegraph line thereon. 

4. The easement acauired embraces the 
land actually occumied by the poles and 
fixtures for guy wires. and the right to 
stretch the wires wnon the poles, and to 
enter upon the right of way to construct 
and repald the telegraph line. 

5. The only exclusive night of oecu- 
nancy the telegraph tcompany acquires 
by condemnation proceedinee is the oe- 
cupanew of the land occupied by the poles 
for telegraph purnoses. 

6. The measure of damages in such 
cases is the value of the Iand actuallv 
taken and the extent to which the use of 
the right of way by the railroad companv 
{fs diminished by i!Its use by the telegraph 
company. 

7. The right of wav of a railroad com- 
pany has no general market value for 
other wses than that to which it is ap- 
plied. The appronriation to nublie use 
amounts to a withdrawal of the rieht of 
way from any wee except that which is 
necessary or auxillary to the operation of 
the ralflroad. 

8. Peculiar advantages and benefits ac- 
cruine to a telegraph company from its 
use of the railroad’s right of way cannot 
he considered in the assessment of dam- 
ages. The railroad company can only 
claim compensation for its land taken and 
damages resulting from the construction 
and maintenance of the telegraph line. 
A burden not imposed by the telegraph 
company is not an element of damages. 
Thus there was no error in excluding evi- 
dence as to the cost of the chanee of 
grade, or the clearing of the right of way 
and keeping it free from obstructions. 

9. Remote or speculative damages can- 
not be recovered. The bare suggestion 
that at some vague time in the future the 
rallroad company may lay additional 
tracks or build structures for railroad pur- 
poses is too remote to authorize the ad- 
mission of evidence of the damages that 
might result from such possible contin- 
gencies. In its notice of condemnation 
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the telegraph company stipulated that, 
should sucn contingencies happen, it 
would at its own expense remove the 
poles and wires so as not to interfere 
with such extensions and improyements, 

10. The possibility of potes pla@ed at a 
greater distance than their height from 
the track falling upon the track is too re- 
mote to be éonsidered in estimating dam- 
ages, 

ij. Annoyances and inconveniences to 
the railroad company must be real and 
of such a character as to interfere in 
Some manner with the alilroad’s right to 
exercise its business, to become an ele- 
ment of damage. 

12. The benefit a rallroad company may 
derive from a contract with another tele- 
Br4¢ph company already occupying its 
right of way is not an element of dam- 
age. The nfeasure of damage includes, 
not what another telegraph company may 
contract for certain privileges, but the ex- 
tent such contract would be impaired by 
the construction of the second line of 
telegraph. 

13. The furm of the verdict, while ir- 
regular, covered al] of the issues in- 
volved, and the amount found by the 
jury is sustained by the evidence.

‘]wo-of the Points Decided in Favor 
of the Peach Growers—The Other 
One in Favor of the Rail- 
roads—Liability of Car- 
riers. 


Washington, June 9.—The interstate 
“commerce commission today in an opin- 
ion by Commissioner Fifer, announced its 
decision in the case of the Georgia Peach 

srowers’ Association against the Atian- 
;tic Coast Line Railroad Company and 
,others, involving the llability of the car- 
rier for damage to fruit through neszii- 
gence as well as the question of proper 
'grcight rates. 

The commission holds that the trans- 
portation companies are responsible for 
damage to frult through negligence of the 
carrier to the full amount of the injury 
sustained, without regard to the valua- 
tion placed upon it. It was further held 
that the regulation whereby the freight 
rate on peaches: and other fruit from 
Georgia points is increased in propor- 
tion to the valuation fixed by 
the shipper is unree.sonable and unjust. 

The charge of $80 per car imposed by 
tre New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Cempany on fruit f.om Now 
York to Eoston, the commissicn holis to 
te umreasonable and unjust, and should 
'be reduced to $50. The opinion concludes 
as follows: 

“Upon all the facts and circumstances, 
including on the one hand the difficulties 
hnd liability to loss attending the pro- 
duction and shioment of peaches, and 
‘On the other hand, the large percentage 
of cars leaded above the prescribed mini-

At 11:30 o'clock it was announced that 
it would be about two hours before the 
committee on resolutions would be able 
to report, and the convention thereupon 
adjourned until !0 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. The platform agreed upon by 
the committee, however, and which will 
be reported tomorrow, is as follows: 

“The delegates of the democrats of 
Virginia. in convention assembled, reaf- 
firm allegiance to the great cardinal 
doctrines of American democracy. We 
hold that all power is vested in the peo- 
ple. that government was instituted for 
their equal and common benefit and fhat 
any legislation that operates to enrich 
s0me at the expense of other classes is 
fundamentally we and should have 
no place in any system of free govern- 
ment. The highest duty of goVernment 
is to give equal protection to all and spe- 
cial favors to none. It is a well defined 
doctrine and one pecullarly éssential to 
the welfare and happiness of the coun- 
try that all matters of interstate and 
nation shall be controlled by the federal 
government and that all matters of state 
concern shall be controlled by the state. 
The democratic party stands for honesty 
and economy in collection by just and 
equal laws of only so much of the peo- 
ples’ money as may be required to defray 
the necessary expenses of their govern- 
ment. 

“The republican party, in its adminis- 
tration of the federal government, has 
shamelessly trampled upon and violated 
every one of these essential principles. 

“We recognize the necessity for con- 
centration of capital in order that the 
means of the people may be employed in 
accordance with economic laws In devel- 
oping the resources and promoting the 
prosperity of the country, but insist that 
the abuses that have become prevalent 
and widespread under republican rule 
shall be remedied bY the enactment by 
congress of conservative but efficient 
laws for the just regulation of the inter- 
state public service corporations of the 
country and the suppression of all un- 
lawful combinations in restraint of trade. 
We charge that the republican party has 
failed to administer existing laws against 
the iNegal trusts from which it derives 
its campaign corruption funds and upon 
which it, in g large measure, is depend- 
ent for its lease of power.”’

BACQN SPEAKS 
ABOUT TURNER 


Delivers Eulogy at Meeting 
of University Trus- 
tees, 


Athens, Ga.,. June 9.—(Special.J—The 
board of trustees of the University otf 
Georgia met this afternoon, the following 
members being present: McDaniel, Hull, 
Cobb. McWhorter, Hdéwell, Meldrim, 
Hutchins Gober, Adams, Bower, Per- 
son. Bacon, Hamilton, Newton, Callv- 
way, Harris. Chancellor Hill made his 
annual report to tne board, after which 
the death of Judge Henry G. Turner 
Was announced and the board out of re- 
Spect to the memory of the deceased 
member, ordered a page in the minute 
book to be inscribed with his name, and 
then adjourned until tomorrow at 10 
oclock. Senator Bacon, in addresssing 
the board said: 

“Before the motion is put to a vote, I 
beg leave to say a word. As it has been 
to all the other members of this board, 
the death of Judge Turner has been to 
me, a very great shock. I came into 
this room this afternoon expecting to 
take him by the hand and instead I 
have been met by the announcement of 
his death. To me, sir, this is a great 
personal sorrow. We do not realize the 
strength of personal attachments until 
they are rudely broken by death. I have 
known Judge Turner intimately for about 
thirty years. For six ur eight years I 
served with him>vin the state legislature, 
where our aSsociation was most close and 
intimate. During the greater part of the 
time, I was the presiding officer of the 
house ahd during most of that time he 
was either the speaker pro tem of the 
house or chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee. Of these features of his career, 
all of this board are as well informed 
as myself. My principal object in speak- 
ing this word at this time, in addition 
to expressing my personal sorrow, is to 
speak of one feature in his public ca- 
reer with which I am, by reason of oOp- 
portunity, more familiar than others now 
present. 

For the last two years of his congres- 
sional life 1 was associated with him in 
Washington. I think I may safely say 
that no man has gone to either house of 
congress since the war who has made .a 
deeper and more lasting impression than 
Judge Turner, not only upon the offiical 
and political life of the United States, 
but also upon the general public of the 
country at large. His great ability, his 
high character, his uniform unvarying 
devotion to duty, were recognized by all, 
and during the eight years which have 
passed since he left Washington there 
has been no man from Georgia formeriy 
connected with public life concerning 
whom there have been so continually and 
frequently made of me the most in- 
teresting inquiries by people of all par- 
ties and from parts of the country. The 
impression he made in his congressional 
career was both deep and lasting. One 
fact illustrates the estimate in which he 
was held. Before he went to congress, 
so far as I know, he had never held a 
judicial office, prior to to that time he 
was not called judge in @eorgia, and yet 
so high was the plane Ne soon occupied 
in Washington, so eminent were the abii- 
ities speedily accorded to him, that with- 
in a short time, as if by common consent 
in and out of congress, everybody called 
him Judge Turner. Mr. Chairman, his 
death was a great loss to the state and 
to the nation, In common with the whole 
people, we mourn his untimely death,

Turner is furnished by Miss Edna Cain, 
the talented editress of The Quitman 
Free Press. Miss Cain was a closc per- 
sonal friend of the dead statesman and 
jurist, and her words indicate accurately 
the esteem in which he was held in hie 
home community: 

Wiring to The Constitution from Quit- 
man, Miss Cain says: 

In considering your request for an ex- 
pression concerning Judge H. G. Turner, 
I have thought that certain personal 
impressions might be of more irterest 
than an attempt to catalogue his quali- 
ties as a public character. Judge Tur- 
ner was aman cast by nature in a iarger 
mold than the common, and the per- 
sonality of such a man possesses inter- 
est in direct ratio to his acknowledged 
greatness. Physically, he satisfied one’s 
conception of the appearance Of a great 
man, the massive and harmonious prv- 
portions of his face being notably fine. 

Though simple in manner and quiet 
in speech, his presence was one of im- 
pressive dignity. He wouid not have 
been out of place in that assemblage of 
Roman senators whose majestic appear- 
ance and serene port abashed the invad- 
ing barbarians breaking in upon their 
deliberations. Age, which brought pnys.- 
ical weakness upon him, had not inflicted 
upon his countenance the indignity of a 
single trace of those lines which indicate 
the decay of spirit. ‘Ihe temple otf his 
mind was undefaced. His eyes were the 
most remarkable I have ever seen for 
depth and expression. and impresseu one 
with the feeling that they could see 
through or into anything. They were 
black instead of the gray usually asso- 
ciated with intellect, and were calm and 
piercing. Their light was not a surface 
reflection, but seemed to come trom 
sources within, and it revealed, besides 
the judicial mind of the statesman, a 
large and benign understanding of ite. 
While his book love was yast. his knowl. 
edge of men keen, there is yet another 
touch which reveals another side of his 
nature. He loved trees and the out-of- 
door world was a familiar book to him,

Justice Turner was not only deeply ad- 


mired by his friends and associates, but | 


Was esteemed and beloved for his gentle 
yet marly qualities. 

“Justice Turner's death is a great loss 
to-the state,’’ sald Governor Terrell yes- 
terday. ‘“‘He was one of the ablest men 
the state has had in many years. The 


whole state was fortunate in Securing his 
services on the supreme bench, and it was 


with great regret that I accepted his res- 


ignation. He was a man of many fine 
qualities and one whom I highly esteem- 
ed and admired” : 

Similar expressions were heard from 
many of the capitol officials by all of 
whom Justice Turner was held in high 
regard. He was looked upen as a man 
of strength, and there are many who be- 
lieve that had he lived he would again 
have taken prominent part in public life. 
By none was the announcement of Jus. 
tice Turner’s death more deeply regretted 
than by his associates on the supreme 
bench. 

“Justice Turner wes a man whom I 
highly admired,"’ said Chief Justice T. 
J. Simmons, “and his association with 
us on the bench was a most valuable one. 
He had a strong legal mind, and the de- 
cisions which it fell to his lot to prepare, 
were always sound and convincing. Jus- 
tice Turner was a loveable man and one 
with whom it was a great pleasure to 
be associated socially as well as tn a bus 
iness way. His death is a great loss 
to the state as well as to his many 
friends.”’ 

“I regard Justice Turner as one of the 
biggest men who ever lived in Georgia 
and served this state,’’ said Justice An- 
drew J. Cobb. “Consequently the loss to 
the state in hia death is inestimable. He 
Was a great man in every way and one 
with whom I was proud to be associated.

PRESENT PLAN 


All Mississippi Railroads Will 
Attack Commissioner's Ruling. 


Principal Complaint Will Be the 
Louisiana Car Service Associa- 
tion, and It Will Be Joined by 
Numerous Other Organiza- 
tions. 


Jackson, Miss., June 9.—(Special.)—In- 
junction proceedings will be entered by 
all the railroads operating in the state 
to prevent the Mississippi railroad com- 
mission from inforcing the radica! amend- 
ments to the car service rules and estab- 
lishing a system of delayage charges to 
be collected by consignees for tardy ship- 
ments. The proceedings will be insti- 
tuted in the federal court and the prin- 
cipal complaintant wiil be the Louisiana 
Car Service Assocfasion, which repre- 
sents a majority of the roads operating 
in the state. 

The chief complaint made by the roads 
is that the rule regarding delayage is an 
usurpation of authority over interstate 
shipments. 

The Mississippi-Leuisiana Retail Lum- 
bermen’s Association and the Mississipp! 
Wholesalers’ Association will doubtless 
join the railroad commision in defend- 
ing the suit, as these organizations were 
the original complaiants and the adop- 
tion of the amendment was made at their 
suggestions.

“TI did not have the good fortune to be 
associated with Justice Turner on the 
bench,”’ said Associate Justice Beverly D. 
Evans, ‘“‘but I have always considered 
him a great man, and have held him in 
the highest admiration and esteem. It 
was with deep sorrow and regret that If 
heard the announcement of his death.”’

Down to Bed Rock. 

The following ‘clpping from a re- 
cent issue of The Chicago Tribune 
goes vitally to the foundation #f a 
subject always more or less promi- 
nently before the Ameritan people: 

A portion Of the usually quiet town of 
Clinton has @ the scene of a mob, 
due to the faet that Alexander Jackson, 
a fegro barber, married Marie Girard, of 
& respectable white family. A mob went 
to Jackson's home, in one of the best 
residence streetg.in town, and called him 
to the door.,yHeé saw at once that there 


was trouble tn the air, and he ran back 
into the house. 

The mob, which was well armed with 
bricks and clubs, then began an attack 
on the house, which was continued until 
the house, one Of the best in’ the city, Wus 
a wreck. 


Later notices were posted all over the 
front of the barber shop. One of them, 
Which was intypewriter, and was signed 
by @ committee, notified Jackson to get 
out of town in the next twenty-four 
hours, never to return. 

Jackson, accompd™ed by his white wife, 
drove to Kenney, and there boarded a 
train for Springfield. 

This specific incident carries deeper 
Significance than the previous violent 
racial ebullitions in this same state, at 
Pana and Virdeh. The latter were only 
the grosser forms of a prejudice whica 
Selfishly sought to excltfde competi- 
tion from an alien and unpopulas 
race. Undeniably, this latest event 
Strikes down to the very bed rock of 
the problem of racia] antipathy. For 
while the action itself was undoubted- 
ly lawless, it may be considered th3 
impulsive, almost involuntary, protest 
of the superior race over the social 
encroachments of the other. It is the 
repugnance, violently expressed, which 
every normal Caucasian feels in the 
recesses of his soul to the assuming 
of that relation commonly known as 
miscegenation. Extremists may enter 
a plausible denial of this statement, 
but there is little doubt as to their 
sentiments or actions, should the test 
be brought to -their own hearth- 
stones. 

The south, though formerly malign- 
ed and misinterpreted, has ever held 
out a friendly hand to the negro. It 
is here that he is best understood 
and most sincerely appreciated. There 
has never been a time when he was 
denied the right to make an honest 
living for himself and his family. He 
has been given every inducement to 
improve himself and his station in the 
world. The unaffected cooperation of 
white men of prominence in every 
southern community has been extend- 
ed to aid him in rising to the dignity 
of independent self-support. Recipro- 
cally, he is so thoroughly imbued 
with an appreciation of the written 
and unwritten statutes of this section 
that he will seldom be found attempt- 
ing to set them at defiance. It may 
be set down, too, as a cardinal prin- 
ciple, that those unthinking, ill-advised 
false leaders who would jnoculate 
their race with these foolish, danger- 
Ous social equality ideas are very far 
from gaining the sympathy of the 
level-headed masses of their own peo- 
ple. 

Viewed in all of its phases, this ag- 
gressive episode at Clinton may be 
taken as infallibly indicating that the 
Strong, virile, invincible determination 
to preserve an unpolluted racial] in- 
tegrity is not influenced by latitude— 
at least, not in this country. The gse:- 
tions are one on this question. whicn 
delves down to the very corner-stone 
of our racial] entity. Substantial, sin- 
cere friendship for the negro is abund- 
antly present. But it is undiluted by 
a shadow of that other sinister mirage 
with which a fraction of the negro 
publicists delude taemselves in their 
more intemperate moments.

The Suspicions of Spain. 

Cables from Madrid, St. Petersburg, 
and some of the other capitals of Eu- 
rope, voice the, to us, strange suspicion 
that the United States may take ad- 
vantage of this Perdicaris episode to 
secure a foothold upon the continent 
of Africa. 

That no such desire has entered the 
head of the American people must ba 
known to all men: that such an aspira- 
tion hag found lodgment beneath the 
hat of the Rough Rider temporarily 
resident in the white house is hardly 
conceivable. But it may not be un-° 
natural in Europe, especially in Spaia, 
harboring suspicions. 

The retention of the Philippines by 
this government without any apparent 
purpose of giving to the people of 
those islands even a promise of a 
government of their own must seem 
to old world statesmen ample evi- 
dence of an imperiaiistic tendency on 
the part of the United States. It is 
beyond their comprehension that a pol- 
icy like that of the permanent reten- 
tion and government of the Philip- 
pines, involving as it does the com- 
plete overthrow of the principles 
upon which our government was 
founded, could have been entered 
upon by the government without the 
open approval of the American pe>- 
ple. Although it is a mistake on the 
part of Europe to entertain suspicious 
of our motives in this Morocco busi. 
ness, it must be acknowledged that 
there is on the surface some ground 
for such suspicions. 

But the United States is not seeking 
any territory in Africa either as in- 
demnity for the insult involved in the 
capture of one of its citizens or for 
any other reason. With regard to this 
business of non-contiguous territory, 
the American people are very much in 
the fix of the little boy at the pic- 
nic, who, being asked if he did not 
want more pie, indignantly rejected 
the offer and declared, moreover, that 
he didn’t want all Ie had already 
consumed. The United States is just 
now more than replete with non-con- 
tiguous territory, and if it were left 
to the people to decide would soon 
find a way to unload the Philippines 
burden upon other shoulders. The 
terrible drain involved in maintainiag 
an army in the Philippines, the great 


| which this retenéion involves—Admiral 
Dewey estimates that the navy must 
be twice as great as it would be with- 
out possession of those islands—ard 
the further lamentable fact that there 
seems no possibility of developing 
trade with the Philippines to a total 
much in excess of the business done 
by one big wholesale grocery—the 
understanding of these conditions has 
operated to make the people of this 
country sufficiently sick of this im- 
perialism business to cast into obloquy 
any man or any party which gilks to 
them of further extension of terrigory, 
in Africa or anywhere else. 

Spain, after the Philippines busi- 
ness, may have a reason to feel sus- 
picious of the American intentions 
toward northern Africa, but there is 
nothing quite so certain as that there 
is no good ground for such suspicions 
in this Morocoo business. We may not 
at present, be able to part with that 
which we have, but we are not going 
to bite off any more either now or 
in the very near future.

A Graft That Has Not Fail. 

A cablegram from Berlin in yester- 
day’s Constitution announced that 
John Alexander Dowie, the self-con- 
fessed reincarnation of the prophet,Eli- 
jah, has arrived there from Switzer- 
land, and taken rooms lately vacated 
by the Vanderbilts, at a cost of $40 
a day. 

The princely tastes of the Overseer 
of Zion are by this time familiar to 
the reading public. He does not allow 
his spirituality to conflict with his epi- 
curean proclivities in the least, and he 
has conducted his theocratic corpora 
tion on such modern lines of promo- 
tion that he is opulent enough -to 
snuggle up to the fleshpots. The 
prophet of imposing fleshly girth left 
the scene of his labors several moons 
ago, following his wife, his unkissed 
son and the family strong box abroad, 
on business and pleasure bent. In 
Australia he had the time of his life 
indulging in athletic exercise, and it 
does not appear that his unspiritual 
avoirdupois was a material handicap 
to his establishing the evangelical 
sprinting record of the century. 

While Elijah the Second has been 
picking his teeth at the palace hostel- 
ries of two continents and clipping 
Zion City coupons between sprints, the 
faithful he left behind him in the mod- 
el industrial community near Chicago 
have been reported to be on-half ra- 
wtions and holding the financial bag.

And the 
fact is obvious and painful that a 
whole lot of people are partial to hum- 
buggery in the sacred name of relig- 
ion. There are no lengths of human 
credulity impossible to the fakir with 
a spiritual ism. 

We might understand how an ascet- 
ic, to all outward appearances burn- 
ing with holy zeal, could inspire a 
following, for since the day of the 
prophets men have associated spirit 
ual leadership with asceticism. But 
the prophet who snuggles up to the 
fleshpots, who assumes the airs and 
habits of a plutocrat—his is a strange 
form of religious hypnotism. Ignor- 
ing the basic logic of Christianity— 
the humility and penury of the Di- 
vine Founder, who had no place to 
lay His head nor coin for wayside 
refreshment—this modern “Elijah” 
rides in his private .car and Spends 
on his stomach “easy money,” as if it 
were leaves of Vallombrosa. 

Probably, if he could afford to be 
candid. Prophet Dowie might tell us 
the secret of his graft. We suspect it 
might be found in the love of the su- 
perficial mind for over-lordship, partl- 
cularly if the over-lord wears the tin- 
se] and practices the mummery of 
mysticism. Dowie knows how to daz- 
zie and awe with church “spectacular- 
ity’ and King Solomon poses. 


The Tyner Case Again. 

District Attorney Beach has nol!le 
prossed the two remaining indictments 
against Mr. Harrison J. Barrett, forin- 
er law clerk of the postoffice depart- 
ment, who was recently acquitted—— 
with General James N. Tyner—upon 
their trial for alleged conspiracy 
against the United States government. 
This means that all of the cases 
made against Mr. Barrett, as well as 
that against General Tyner, have 
fallen to the ground. 

This fact is interesting particularly 
because of the sidelight in throws 


conducted investigation of the post- 
office department. 

When the jury which tried the Ty- 
ner-Barrett conspiracy case brought ‘n 
its prompt verdict of acquittal, the 
men who endeavored to defend Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for the remarkable ex- 
coriation of General Tyner which he 
put in a message to congress, argued 
that it was always difficult to prove 
conspiracy. In some quarters the cry 
was raised that it was impossible to 
secure conviction by a District of Co- 
lumbia jury in any case involving the 
robbery of the government, the very 
recent conviction of Machen and his 
associates upon a similar charge being 
entirely lost sight of. The apologists 
of the president and of his special 
commissioners of investigation pre- 
dicted that despite the acquittal upon 
the conspiracy charge, Mr. Barrett 
would be convicted upon the indict- 
ments pending against him and that 
in this way the president would be jus- 
tified in his pre-judgment of Tyner. 

The logic of these defenders was 
bad. Even had Barrett been convict- 
ed, there would have been nothing in 
that result to furnish the slightest 
warrant for the remarkable action of

The Tynev- 
Barrett case is a brilliant illustration 
of just what a Roosevelt investigation 
means. General Tyner was stamped a 
criminal “before he had been given the 
opportunity of a trial, and this in au 
official message to congress, which 
must stand for al] time as as part of 
the records of the government. The 
prompt acquittal at the hands of the 
jury which tried his case not only 
operated as a complete exculpation of 
the aged defendant, but was a sting- 
ing rebuke to the man who took ad- 
vantage of his high official position 
to prejudge an innocent man. Now 
comes the quashing of the remain- 
ing indictments against Mr. Barrett 
to show that there was not a vestige 
of warrant for the case made by the 
presidential investigators. 

Which raises two interesting ques- 
tions: 

Is there no way in which Géneral 
Tyner can be recompensed for the 
deep injury done him by this govern- 
ment through the action of its official 
head? And, 

Was that action due to the madness 


of impetuosity or the impetuosity of 
madness?

car and |! cent per hundred pounds per 
day for shipments in less than car load 
lots 

An amendment to rule 3 compels rail- 
roads to unload freight within forty-eight 
reurs after free time and penalty for 
failures | cent per hundred per day for 
less than car loads and 10 cents per ton 
per day for car loads. Trackage de- 
liveries must be made within twenty-four 
hours afté? arrival, where consignee has 
a side track, under penalty of $I per 
day per car for failure. Where a request 
is made by shippers for cars for loading 
they must be delivered within five days 
after the day following the request or 
the same charBes of delayage will be 
collectable. If a railroad company Is in- 
debted to a shipper for delayage. the 
railroad’s claim for demurrage shall off- 
set this claim. Shipments must be kept 
moving after start is made, and only 
twenty-four hours are allowed as free 
time for the end of the division and the 
same for junction points, delays at these 
points being subject to delayage charges.

All the free white miners employed at 
the mineg of the Durham Coal and Coke 
Company’s mines, in Walker county, have 
gone on a strike, according to informa- 
tion received yesterday at the office of 
the prison comuaission.

TAX ORDINANCE ADOPTED. 


Measure That Will Be Effective for 
the Next Tweive Months Has 
Finally Passed. 

The reading of the geenral-tax ordi- 
nance, which becomes effective July Il, 
1904, and remains in effect until July I, 
1905, was completed yasterday morning 
during the adjourned session of council, 
and immediately afterwards the ordi- 

nance was adopted.

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HE supreme court decided an inter- 

esting case yesterday involving the 

question of the right of the Postai 
Telegraph Company te construct a line 
o ftelegraph along the right of way of 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad in the 
southern part of the state. 

There was quite a lengthy fight between 
the telegraph and the railroad company 
over this matter even before it went to a 
board of arbitration. That board assessed 
the amount of damages to the Atlantic 
Coast Line, and from that the Coast 
Line took an appeal. The matter had gone 
through the supreme court once before, 
the telegraph company winning its con- 
tention. The case was tried in the su- 
perior court of Chatham county and 
there the award of the arbitrators was 
sustained. On the ground that it was 
too low and did not compensate the 
railroad eompany for the damages sus- 
tained, the appeal was taken. 

The supreme court in its decision yester- 
day affirms the decision of the lower 
court in favor of the Postal Telegraph 
Company. The company upon the pay- 
ment of the award as fixed by the arbi- 
trators will now have the right to con- 
struct its telegraph lines along the right 
of way of the Atlantic Coast Line, and 
will, no doubt, proceed to do so at once,

Slade Is Suspended. 

President H. W. Bell, of the Confed- 
erate Solf{lers’ home, has suspended 
Superintendent L C. Slade, of that insti- 
tution, and George Miller, one of the in- 
mates, has been placed temporarily in 
that position. 

The action of President Bell in suspend- 
ing Superintendent Slade was due to the 
fact that he had made too free use of 
intoxicants, though he promised the beard 
of trustees at its last session that he 
would stop drinking entirely. Mr. Slade 
is from Putnam county. His action re- 
sulted in destroying to a certain extent 
the discipline at the home, and it was 
for this reason that President Bel] felt 
it his duty to suspend him. 

Another unfortunate feature in this con- 
nection igs the development that several] 
of thé inmates of the home have been 
drinking quite freely of late, and the 
trustees have had to request three or 
four of them to leave. New applications 
for admission are constantly reaching 
Secretary W. H. Harrison, however, and 
the number of inmates ig always kept 
around the hundred mark. It Is expected 
that a new superintendent will be elected 
at the coming meeting of the board of 
trustees. 


Atlantic and Birmingham. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
assessed the franchise of the Atlantic 
and Birmingham Railroad Company at 
$246,000, the same amount at which it 
was returned last year. Since the last 
returns were made the Atlantic and Bir- 
mingham has acquired the Tifton, Thom- 
asville and Gulf and the Tifton and 
Northeastern railroads, and the figure 
given represents the combined franchises 
of these roads as returned last year. 
The returns made this year by Vice 
Jresident and General Manager George 
Dole Wadley was $215,000. The comp- 
troller general wrote him asking for an 
increase to the figures of last year. He 
received a letter from “Mr. Wadley saying 
he had no desire to arbitrate, nor would 
he increase the return, but that if the 
comptroller general saw fit to assess the 
franchise at the total amount fixed last 
year, he did not know of anything he 
could do to prevent it. Accordingly the 
comptroller genera] made the assessment. 
There is a total increase of about $96,000 
in the returns of the Atlantic and Bir- 
mingham, due to the purchase of new 
rolling stock when it acquired the two 
roads stated. 


Getting Ready for Manassas. 

In the adjutant general's office con- 
siderable correspondence is going on over 
the coming trip of the Georgia troops 
to ."*¥Assas, Va.. where they go to take 
part in the fall maneuvers of the United 
States army. 

A request has been made of General H. 
C. Corbin to increase Georgia’s quota of 
troops on this occasion. The present 
quota @tiowed this state is 1,500 men for 
the full two weeks. Georgia has 2;100 to 
2,200 men who want to attend these ma- 
neuvers, and w@*8 about 600 of them will 
remain only one week, the remaining 
1,500 or more will want to stay for the 
full two weeks. It is believed Georgia’s 
request in this matter will be granted. 

The brigade fofMation of this occasion 
is gradually being perfected and Geor- 
gia’s troops will go to Manassas in as 
good shape as those of any other state

LIBEL SUIT IS CENTURY OLD. 


Case of the Government Against The 
London Times Still Pending. 


(From The Liverpool ‘Post.) 

There is a libel case between the post- 
office authorities and The Times stand- 
ing unheard for neariy [00 years. It 
seems that in 1807 The Zimes bitterly 
attacked the postoffice and the occasion 
of its attack was as follows: 

In those days the postal atuhorities 
acted not merely as ¢arriers of letters 
and the liike, but there was a news agen- 
cy in connection with the department, 
and this news agency charged the sum 
of £100 to each newsp®&per in the king- 
dom for the supply of a brief summary 
of foreign news, daily. In order to en- 
courage this side of their business the 
heads of the postoffice at that time con- 
ceived the brilliant notion of delaying 
foreign newspapers in order that their 
news service might not suffer from com- 
petition. 

This went on for a time until) The 
Times heard of it and a bitter and not 
undeserved attack was the consequence. 
The postoffice replied by the service of @ 
wre for libel, but the case was not 
pressed further. No doubt someone in 
high places had biundered and it was 
considered to be desirable to say nothing 
more about it. But the function of sup- 
plying the summary of news was soccn 
discontinued by the department.

LONDON A BUYER 
IN EARLY SESSION 


When Stocks Reached London Parity 
Turned a Seller. 


LITTLLE ENTHUSIASM SHOWN 


The Poor Market Afforded for Tak- 
ing Profits Wednesday After- 
noon Served to Discredit the 
Upward Movement—Closed 
Inanimate. 


New York, June 9.—The light specula- 
tion for an advance in prices which was 
in evidence yesterday was somewhat dis- 
couraged today and gave little show of 
enthusiasm. The poor market afforded 
for taking profits yesterday afternoon 
served to discredit the upward movement. 
London gave some wuoward impulse to 
prices early in the day and took stocks 
here until they reached *he London 
parity, when the foreigners turned sell- 
ers again. London was said to be some- 
what disappointed over the failure to re- 
,; duce the discount rate of the Bank of 
|} England. But the statement of the bank 
left no room for anxiety over tne 
financial situation in London, the $2,600,- 
000 bullion increase being accompanied 
by a loan contraction of over $14,000,000, 
bringing the proportion of reserve to 
liability to over 50 per cent. At the 
sume time the Bank of France showed a 
further rise in its gold holdings of over 
$7.500.000, with a reduction of over $23,- 
000,000 in its bills discounted, The.result 
is something like a redundancy of capital 
at the great financial centers of the 
world with a corresponding apathy of 
speculative and even of investment de- 
mand, which seems to point to a worild- 
wide cause. Here in New York the halt 
in the advancing tendency of priees threw 
the markyt back into an apathetic con- 
dition.

OATS—Strength in the cash situation 
gave a firm tone to the oats market. The 
trade was small, but values were well 
maintained.

Receipts were 
light. If any such crop ag is now indi- 
cated is harvested, the present Septem- 
ber price will look high. 

PROVISIONS—The buying of ribs was 
characteriized as good by pit observers. 
Offerings of all products were light at the 
start, but became freer on the sharp ad- 
vance. Trade is broader and of larger 
volume, and we think market should be 
bought. Hogs were strong on receipts of 
21,000. Estimates for tomorrow 20,000. 

STOCKS—Today’s stock market was 
somewhat of a disappointment after the 
activity and strength of yesterday. There 
was a considerable shrinkage in the vol- 
ume of business, though prices as a rule 
VWre well maintained, and some special] 
important ailvaim&s wee noted. The 
crop neWs Was not exactly stimulating, 
but it showed improvement over recent 
conditions, and the heaviness of the 
wheat market encouraged predictions 
that the government monthly report, due 
tomorrow, would be of a generally favor® 
able character. Anthracite stocks held 
distinctly firm on the excellent figures 
for April and steadily improving trade re- 
ports. Other firm features were Union and 
Southern Pacific, St. Paul, Atchison, New 
York Centarl, Pennsylvania and Missour 
Pacific. The feature of the industrials 
was the substantial advance in Smelting 
stocks, in which new high records were 
made for the season. Pressed Stee] Car 
and Car Foundry were higher on reports 
of improvement in the equipment manu- 
facturing ilne. There was unusual ac- 
tivity in Leather preferred while Steei 
preferred held fully steady. There was 
heavy selling of Amalgamated in the 
morning hours, but the depression pro- 
duced was moderate ané@ the stock closed 
actually a shade higher in the face of 
numerous reports that a fresh rupture 
had occurred between the Heinze and 
the Copper interests in Montana. The 
failure of the market to decline when 
business fell away induced scattered cov- 
ering in the late dealings, and market 
closed firm.
